

Selectmen’s Report. 


To the Citizens op the Town of Clarendon : 

We would respectfully present for your consideration the 
following reports of the officers of the town in regard to 
your present financial condition. There are a few out¬ 
standing orders, but there is sufficient in the treasury to 
meet them, all of the collectors having paid what was due 
from them. We have had our school fund reduced by the 
new apportionment nearly one hundred and fifty dollars, 
but the large increase of the “list” of the town the past 
year will more than make up the loss. 

There has been several petitions for new highways the 
past year, which have in every case been refused, and not 
granted. In the “West Mountain” road case on refusal 
of the selectmen to lay out, the petitioners petitioned the 
County Court to la^, and the same is now in the hands of 
the court, and as yet undecided. 

Your selectmen thought best not to expend but two- 
thirds of the amount required by law upon the highways 
the past year, said amount being as much as has been for¬ 
merly expended upon them.
